and remembered by his fellow towns- 
men. 


He was a gcntlcmnn, and ofltimes I 


have suspected him of being a scholar,

He would call around at our office 


the first of every month and extract 
a dollar and a half for city tnush- 
hniiltng—and it was extracted about 
as painlessly as government can ex- 
tract anything from a private citizen. 


Bricc Arnett may not have been a 


great one for book learning. I don't 
know. But I do know that be had tact 
and perception, first qualities of any 
true student of human nature. 


I recollect once upon a time mak- 


ing a gentle thrust at the city's rep- 
resentative, asking him if he thought 
the city was operating its trash-de- 
partment efficiently, that the .ser- 
vice should continue to cast us this 
sum of a dollar and a half a month. 


"Well, sir," he replied, without the 


slightest malice, "there's a whole lot 
of paper has to be hauled out of the 
back end of a newspaper every day. 
and so I don't, suppose there is much 
left out of The Star's dollar and a 
half."

I am sure that the' commis- 
sion will be glad to hear what you 
have to say about it and to submit 
your proposition on equal terms with 
other places proposed."

Both France and America accliam- 


ed his feat on September, 1930, as com- 
parable to that of Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh, whom Costes entertained 
at dinner in Paris last fall. 


Born in Gascony, Costes possesses

Bank Assets Hit 


New High Record 


21 I5-4 Billions at Close of 


1933 Best Since Na- 


tional Holiday 


WASHINGTON—(/I1)—National bank 


assets reached $21,747,<183,000 at the 
close of 1933—a new high since last 
March's bank holiday. 


The figures were made public Sun- 


day by J. F. T. O'Connor, comptroller 
of the currency, in a summary of sta- 
tistics on the December 30 national 
bank call. 


Tlie year-end assets were held by 


5159 licensed national banks. 
They 


represented an increase of $548.834.000 
over assets held by 5057 licensed banks 
on October 25, and a ?886.992.000 boost 
over assets reported by 4902 banks last 
June 30. 


The percentage of loans and dis- 


counts to total deposits reported as of 
December 30, was 46.06 as compared 
with 48.42 at the October call and 
18.39 in June. 


P.-T. A. Cmindi Will

The 41-year-old flier is a veteran of 


aviation, starting his career in 1912 
when he entered the Blcroit school 
for pilots .His spectacular exploits be- 
gan with service in the World war. 
when he was wounded and won 11 
citations for bravery. 


Lindbergh of France 


Costes first established a world rec- 


ord in 1926 on a flight with Captain 
Rignot from Paris to Djask. Siberia. 
With Lieut. Joseph Lebrix in 1927 he 
was the first to fly the South Atlantic 
from shore to shore. The following 
year he astounded the world by flying 
from Tokio to Paris with Lebrix in 
less than six days' elapsed time. 


In 1929 he regained the world's dis- 


tance record by flying with Bellontc 
to Manchuria. In the same year he 
set two endurance records. This led 
to the pinnacle of his fame—his flight 
with Bellontc to America. 


When Costes and Bellontc subse- 


quently flew to Dallas, Texas, and 
toured America they were honored at 
luncheon by President Hoover.

ville Traffic Accident 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark.—Lieut. Ed- 


ward Frank Ellis, 71. retired army of- 
ficer, was struck by a motor truck as 
he started to cross a street here about 
7:30 Saturday night, and died almost 
instantly. 


The truck belonged to the LaNier 


Cleaning Company and was driven by 
Roycc Wcisenberger of Hope, a stud- 
ent in the Law School of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas. lie was released on 
bond. 


Lieutenant Ellis had started for the 


home of a friend, about a block from 
the scene of the accident, 
to play 


bridge. It was said his eyesight was 
failing, and that he probably did not 
see the approaching truck. Officers 
expressed the opinion that the acci- 
dent was unavoidable. 


Lieutenant Ellis has been retired 


since a few months after the return 
of the historic expedition that went 
to Greenland in the attempt to rescue 
Gen. A. W. Grcclcy who was stranded 
in the Arctic where he had led a 
party sent to establish a government 
Weather Bureau near the north pole. 
The rescue trip, made in 1883, failed 
when tlie expedition's ship was wreck- 
ed in arctic waters. Members of the 
crew spent six weeks in small whale 
boats, traveling back down the coast 
before they encountered their base 
ship. 


Grcclcy and the six remaining mem- 


bers of his party of 24 were rescued 
by another expedition the next year. 
Eye injuries suffered during the har- 
rowing experience necessitated Ellis' 
retirement. He had enlisted in the 
army Signal Corps only a few months 
before he volunteered to join the 
rescue expedition,

Hope Policeman Loses 


Long Battle With Yel- 
low Jaundice, Sunday 


Policeman James Brice Arnett, 50, 


died at 10:20 o'clock Sunday morning 
in Julia Chester hospital, a victim of 
yellow jaundice. 


He had been in ill health several 


months, his condition becoming crit- 
ical Friday. Physicians at that time 
said there was. no.hope,for his recc.y- 
ery. He gradually grew weaker, slip- 
ping into a semi-consciousness Satur- 
day from which he failed to rally, 


Mr. Arnett joined the police force 


here nearly eight years ago, coming 
to Hope from Emmet. He was well 
known in Hcmpstead county, having 
been born and reared near Spring 
Hill.

First Baptist church Monday 
after- 


noon at 1 o'clock, with the Rev. Wal- 
lace R. Rogers, pastor, officiating.

URGES UNIONIZATION 
President Promises NRA 


Chiefs Government Will 


Back Up Codes 


WASHINGTON — (/P), - President 


Roosevelt Monday asked American 
industry for 4ts immediate co-opera- 
tion to secure an Increase in wages 
and a shortening of hours. 


"It is the immediate task of Industry 


to re-employ more people at purchas- 
ing wages and to do it now," he de- 
clared. 


Up lo Industry 


Speaking lo several thousand mem- 


bers of the NRA code authorities as- 
sembled in Constitutional Hall for 
a three-day review of the industrial 
control program, he warned: 


"The government can not forever 


continue to absorb the whole burden 
of unemployment." 


He called for greater protection, for 


small business, terming the code au- 
thority "the keeper of your small in- 
dustrial brother."

By Olive Roberts Barton 


Don't Force » Chilli to Make Too 


Many of His Own Decisions. 


How "conflicts" in the child 


mind lead io so much unhappincss 
in later life is Interestingly de- 
fcribert by Olive Roberts Barton in 
another article in her series on 
CWW Training. 


Another popular term used in men- 


tal hygiene is "conflict." 
''Conflict" 


as a complete study is a large subject. 
Like "complexes." conflicts are re- 
sponsible for so much unahppiness 
in life they deserve a more thorough 
search than is possible hero 


The word means what it says—a 


fight. A fight between duty and de- 
sire, usually, or between good and 
bad; or sometimes between one emo- 
tion and another, or between two 
duties. 


The mind wears itself out trying to 


make a choice. 


Sometimes a single conflict will cov- 


er a period of days, or weeks or even 
years. Again it will last but a mo- 
ment. An acute conflict will upset 
mental equilibrium and. if continued, 
may undermine the industry of the 
brain sufficently to do permanent 
damage. 


Tiny children who have not yet be- 


come "asocial," that is, keenly con- 
scious of their duties to people, or 
who have not developed a strong 
moral sense, arc not bothered much 
with conflict. It is in the next stage, 
particularly that one iri which we 
stress the virtues and duty and grati- 
tude and all the rest of it, that con- 
flict may appear. 


Conscience Struggles 


A child now has every oppotrunity 


for these mental fights. For instance 
he wants to do something very much, 
something is not wicked or wrong, 
but that must be weighed against 
duty. He wants to go swimming but 
he knows he should be gathering eggs. 
If he chooses tho creek he knows he I 
will pay up for it by cither fear or a 
guilty conscience. Just how guilty he 
will feel depends on how strongly 
''duty" or "gratitude" has been im- 
pressed on him, and how heinous such 
a deed now appears in his eyes. 


As a rule children of unsensitive 


temperament do not have to many 
conscience struggles, but some do. 
And brooding results. 


If this boy decides on the eggs, and 


foregoes his swim, there will be un- 
happiness of another kind very like- 
ly. And so whichever way he de- 
cides, the chances are he will be dis- 
turbed and unhappy. 


Cider people may learri to choose 


quickly without worrying; if 
they 


have any philosophy, they put away 
from the mind the other alternative. 
Once a decision is reached they stick 
to it and avoid post-mortem inspec- 
tions. Children have not this phil- 
osophy. 
I 


With the new theory of "self-ex- ] 


pression" at work and children being | 
forced to make most of their own de- 
cision, it seems to me this is one 
weak point in the system. To make- 
too many choices wears a child out. 
It is often a relief to hear a voice say, 
''Go and practice," or to be picked 
up and carried off to bad. It saves so J 
much nerve-rub if someone else take;; I 
at least part of the responsibility. 


Conflicts seldom concern a choice 


in "things." They concern more the 
pull between duty and desire, or be- 
tween two forms of each. Their worst 
characteristic is that as life widens, 
they begin to involve other feelings' 
and processes, and a load of thorn or 
even one, if long carried, can easily 
wind up in neurasthenia or ill-health 
in maturity. 'Ihey are decidedly a 
wrench in Ihe mental and physical 
machinery.

There's Harm From Overuse of Sun's I 


Rays 


Many of us think that, if a little of 


some healing method is good, a great 
deal is even better. But if any one 
factor, recently developed, has been 
abused by overuse, it is sunlight. 


The first scientific uses of sunlight 


in treatment began thousands of years 
ago. That was long before the time 
of the development of the modern 
machines which 
provide 
artificial 


sunlight 


Since these 
machines 
came in, 


people expose themselves to ultra- 
violet rays without medical advice 
or' supervision and, as a result, cases 
begin to appear in the practice of 
physicians which prove that these 
excessive exposures are not without 
danger. 


The people who live in the tropics 


usually are dark skinned. This dark- 
ening of the skin is nature's way of 
protecting them against too much ex- 
posure to the sun's rays. One of the 
dangers of too frequent and too much 
exposure to ultraviolet rays is pos- 
sible stimulation to the growth of 
tumors. 


Certain people are especially sen- 


sitive to the days of ihe sun, and re- 
spond to the excess exposure by the 
breaking out of blisters and severe 
inflamations. 


The forms of skin disturbances fol- 


lowing excessive exposure to the sun 
are many. Furthermore, 
there are 


eruptions of the skin, such as those of 
psoriasis and the condition called mul-

tiformu erythema, which certainly arc 
made worse by severe sunburn. 


There also are some people who re- 


spond to excessive sunburn with fev- 
er blisters on the lips, a condition com- 
monly called herpes labialis. 


Farmers, especially those of ad- 


vanced years, have noted the tendency 
for changes in the skin, particularly 
in those areas' that are exposed to the 
sunlight—such as the face and the 
backs of the hands. 


You should remember that every 


useful method in medicine is danger- 
ous when used to excess. The short 
rays of the sun are potent for good, 
but machines of hogh power never 
should be used unless under direc- 
tion of the doctor, and those of lesser 
strength should be used 
for short 


periods of time only.
